In obedience to the directions contained in your Lordships’ Minute of the 7th 
of September I860, I have the honour to report that during my stay in Dublin 
1 maoe a careful investigation of the books and accounts of the Valuation Office 
and now beg leave to lay before your Lordships the result of my inquiries. 

lhe expenditure of the Valuation Office is recorded with reference to counties 
only, and not with reference to any particular service. 

One-half of the expenditure of the Valuation Office is charged against the 
counties, and the proportion chargeable against each county is ascertained from 
monthly returns of work performed, made out by the different persons employed, 
and checked and verified by the officer in charge of each branch, but with this 
defect, that to enable the Valuation Office to raise a charge against the counties 
0 exact y one-half of the cost, the persons employed in performing services 
other than those provided for in the Tenement Valuation Act are returned as 
chargeable to the. county in respect of which, they were employed previously to 
their being occupied on such special services ; consequently the books did not 
enable me to make out from them a return of the cases in which the department 
has been employed since the passing of the Valuation Act, in the performance of 
service* not provided for by the Act, and I was forced to obtain the information 
from other sources. 

Records are kept by the chief officers of each branch to enable them to check 
the monthly returns of progress, and from these records I was informed that the 
required account could be made out. 



Fiom an inspection of these documents I satisfied myself that I conld not 
persona, ly make out the necessary information from them within a reasonable 
period, and I therefore called for, and have obtained, a return showing the cost 
incurred by the several counties since the passing the Tenement Valuation Act, 
23 Viet. c. 4, for services not provided for in that Act, amounting in all to 
5o3/. Os lid.; this return is supported by statements certified by the chief 
officer of the several branches. 

The certificate attached to Statement (C.) is to a certain extent qualified, but 
as 1 see no means of obtaining better information, the returns must, I think be 
accepted as the nearest approach that can be made to a correct account. 

The charges made against the counties include also the expenses in respect of 
which fees are received ; such fees, however, are paid over in gross to the Exchequer 
under your Lordships’ directions, and the counties receive no benefit therefrom 

The fees received between 1860 and 30th September last amount to 
4,655 l. 18s. 3d. It appears to me that the services in respect of which these 
fees aie received should either not be considered as expenses incurred under the 
Tenement Valuation Act chargeable against the counties, or, if so charo-ed, that 
the counties should be entitled to a moiety of the fees received in respect thereof. 

Should the foregoing statements be admitted, it would result that the counties 
have been overcharged 2,881 l„ but against this there is a set-off, .inasmuch as 
in making the charge against the counties the expenditure incurred by the Board 
of Works and the Post Office has been entirely omitted ; this would amount, so 
far as I have been able to ascertain, to 2,162 l . , a moiety of which should be set- 
off against the above sum of 2,881 l., leaving the estimated overcharge to the 
counties as 1,800 l. 

The previous remarks have all been made on the assumption that the charges 
against the counties should have been raised on a return of work actually per- 
formed. With reference to this, there is, however, one point which is worthy of notice. 
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REPORT RELATING TO THE 



Mr. Ball Greene informed me that no addition had been made to the office in 
order to perform the extra duties which had devolved upon it, and that no sensi- 
ble diminution in the strength of the office could have been made had these 
extra duties not been performed. 

In this latter case the counties would have been charged with precisely the 
san:e sum as that with which they have now been charged, viz., one-half the 
expenditure of the office. 

'1 his view of the case would only leave open the question of the moiety of the 
fees, against which, as before slated, must be set ofF expenditure omitted 
to be charged against the counties, thereby reducing the sum in dispute to 
1,246/. 19s. Id., or an average of 39/. per county. 

I should also mention, that at all times the valuation documents are open to 
the inspection of the public, who largely avail themselves ot this privilege, and 
tracings of the maps and copies of the valuation are supplied free in cases of dis- 
pute of boundaries, or want of identification, and also when differences occur 
between landlords and tenants as to the proportion of taxes to be paid by each, 
and one-half the cost incurred in preparing and submitting these documents 
which refer to matters purely local, is charged to the Treasury; but there is no 
means of forming an estimate of the cost incurred by the services in connection 
with these matters. 

The following statements accompany this Report ; viz.

to 168,693/. 19*. 2d., a moiety of which, viz., 84,346 /. 19s. id-, was charge- 
able to the counties. 

With regard to the recommendation, that in future, before any presentment is 
made, the account of expenditure should be submitted to the Comptroller and 
Auditor General, not only as regards the correctness with reference to the 
accountability of the officers, but with reference to their apportionment between 
the Treasury and the several counties, 

I must candidly confess I am quite at a loss to see by what means it could be 
carried out ; I have already stated that I failed in the attempt to make out from 
the books and accounts of the department a statement of services performed 
which were not provided for in the Tenement Valuation Act, and that the only 
means of obtaining an approximate return of such work was from documents 
kept by the chief of each department, for the purpose of checking the progress 
returns of ihe persons employed. I also stated, that I bad satisfied myself that 
any attempt on my part to make out a return from these documents within a 
reasonable time would surely fail. 

What the Comptroller and Auditor General might be able to do, were he 
to subject these returns to a minute detailed examination, 1 cannot say, but I 
am of opinion that the labour would not be justified by the result. 

The means which I would suggest to obviate for the future the difficulties now 
experienced, would be, to make an arrangement with the counties for the pay- 
ment by them of an annual fixed sum, which should be calculated upon an 
average of the cost to the Valuation Office of work actually performed for ser- 
vices provided for under the Tenement Valuation Act. such annual payment to 
l-e subject to revision every seven or ten years. The whole of the cost of the 
office, beyond the fixed amount payable by the counties, should then be defrayed 
from the Consolidated Fund. 

The Treasury, by this means, would be enabled to avail itself of the services 
of the Valuation Office, without in the smallest degree injuring the several 
counties.
